The 23d, Saturday, By day-light per- 
ceiving ſore Colliers coming out of -the 
Neſe, I hoiſted out my Long-Boat, and 
zot ſome freſh proviſion among them ; to 
our great Comfort. That afternoon T got 
out of Sled way ; the Wind ſtill at Weſt. 


The 24th, Surday. The Wind coming 
to the N. W. I got up to the Buoy off the * 
Middie of Lee. It was calm and very,warm, 
which brought our men into many Com- 
plaints, as pain in their Limbs, &*c. So 
that the next day -I thought fit to fend 
two of them up the River. TI took notice 
of one of our Company, that went 
well to his Cabbin, but when we called 
him out to heave up the Anchor, he 
was ſo ſwoln, that we feared he would 
burſt. But then being *got above Graveſ- 
end, T hired a Wherry, and ſent him up 
with three more ; ſupplying their places 
with ſome freſh and able men to bring up 
the Ship. | 
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I and all the reſt, perceived our (cy 
manifeſtly the worſe for the warm weather 
as we called it ; but 'tis weil enough known 
almoſt to every one living, that ſuch 1 
Temper of Air in Zzgland, both then, and 
for ſome time- after, was ſcarce / ever ob- 
ſerved, when the year was ſofar advanced,
